HISTORICAL AND TOURIST LOCALES IN THE U.T. OF 
PONDICHERRY 


Located about 160 Kms south of Chennai, Pondicherry (known 
in Tamil as Puducherry), the former French Colony settled in the early 
18" Century, is a charming Indian town with a few enduring pockets of 
French culture, and an Ashram set beside the sea. Together with the 
other former French enclaves of Karaikal (also in Tamil Nadu), Mahe 
(Kerala) and Yanam (Andhra Pradesh), it now forms the union Territory of 
Pondicherry. Pondicherry covers an area of 480 sq.kms. with a population 
of 9.74 lakhs according to 2001 Census. These are former French 
Possession transferred to the Indian Union in 1954. Though de facto 
merger was in 1954, de jure transfer took place in 1962. 


Pondicherry and Karaikal are enclaved in the South Arcot and 
Nagapattinam District in Tamil Nadu respectively. Yanam is a small part in 
the East Godavari District in Andhra pradesh whereas Mahe is an enclave 


in kannur District of Kerala State. 


“The Periplus of the Erythrean Sea” written in the 1 Century 
A.D and the Geography of Ptolemy (2°° Century) mention “Poduke” as a 
Port town on the Coromandal Coast. The identification of a Roman trading 
centre in the immediate vicinity of Pondicherry adds weight to the 
equation of Poduke with Pondicherry. The ruins of this port town were 
identified at Arikamedu near Kakkayanthoppu on the southern banks of 


river Ariyankuppam about 6 kms. from Pondicherry town. 


ERITAGE T N 


At first sight, Pondicherry looks like any other Indian town. 
But its uniqueness results from skilful town planning. The town is built on 
model of “bastide”, a fortified French coastal town of the late 18° 
Century The French built a tropical French town. The Ville Blanche (White 
Town) gives the appearance of a Mediterranean town. The roads laid at 
right angles run parallel to each other and the trees along their margins 
remind the visitors of continental boulevards. These roads cut across 
horizontally by parallel roads, forming squarish islands of dwelling units 
equidistant in between. The Houses have high compound walls with 
elaborate gateways and have ornate colomns, capitals, pilasters and 
beautiful cornice work. All roads running from west to east lead to the 
seashore where a wide promenade, runs along the Bay of Bengal. It gives 
a unigue architectural ambience to the town, unlike anywhere else on the 
sub-continent. 


Raj Nivas 


The Official residence of the Lieutenant Gorvernor, the 18" 
century “palais du Gouverneur” now christined as Raj Nivas is a true 
specimen of the fusion of Indian and French cultures. The main building is 
some 200 years old. The interiors, the sitting room and the enclosing 
galleries have wooden furnishings which have a French base with Indian 
style carvings. A few monolithic sculptures adorn the garden in front. The 
best known sculpture is that of ‘Varaha Avathar’ (Lord Vishnu) in the 
posture of fonding “Bhoomadevi (Lakshmi) the Goddess of Earth” 


Park n n ayi 


The most beautiful public space in town is the green and 
shaded Govt. Park, in the heart of Pondicherry standing smart in its 
centre is Aayi Mandapam built in Greeco-Roman architecture, unsinfully 
White during the regime of Nepoleon -III Emperor of France. 


It bears the name of Aayi - a 16" Century Courtesan, who 
razed down her home and replaced it with a reservoir to appease a 
passing King, angry at having mistaken her candle-lit residence for a holy 
place. It was from this lake that Napoleon’s men quenched their thirst, 
some 300 years later. Napoleon charmed by this story, ordered a 


monument to Aayi. 


Manakula Vinayagar Temple 


Situated in Rue d’ Orleans, now Manakula Vinayagar Street, 
this temple is construed to have been built some 400 years ago. It is also 
called “Vellaikaran Pillaiyar” Poet Subramania Bharathi sang songs in 
“ Nanmanimalai” praising the temple God. 


i Aurobindo Ashr 


Sri Aurobindo Ashram, the great seer poet and Prophet of 
Indian spirituality, came to Pondicherry in 1910 and never left its confines 
thereafter. Sri Aurobindo envisaged and strove for a divine life upon earth 
and remained absorbed in his spiritual work for 40 years itn Pondicherry. 
Sri Aurobindo died in 1950 but his vision and ideals continue to draw 
more and more people from all over the world. The Ashram remains a 
unique institution with its distinctive way of life, educational institutions, 


factories and farms and even handicrafts. 


T F h Institut 


Established in March 1955 by Dr.J.Filliozar, Indologist, it has 
since grown into one of the enduring enterprises of Indo-French co- 
operation in the realm of science and culture, comprises the Laboratory of 
Ecology and Cartography engaged in the preparation of Vegetation Maps, 
the Laboratory of Palymology engaged in the collection and classification 
of pollen grains and the Laboratory of Podology engaged in the 
preparation of inset Maps of Soil Types, Geology and Lithology The Ecole 
Francaise d’ Extreme Orient, specialises in Indological studies and has a 
valuable collection of artifacts and manuscripts. 


The Bharathi Park 


The green heart of Pondicherry, spreading out just opposite 
to Raj Nivas is a well laid Park beautifully designed with flower paths, 
rawns and fountains with a beautiful French monument fondly called the 


“ Aaayi Mandapam” at the centre.

On display are the findings of Arikamedu, priceless chola 
bronzes and sculptures, glimpses of the French heritage, specimen of 
modern and traditional handicrafts, paintings, armouries, wood carvings 


etc. 
Coastline 


The Hotel de Ville ( Town Hall ), the War Memorial, the statue 
of Joan of Arc, the 4.25 metres tall Gandhi statue facing the sprawling 
Gandhi Maidan, the 27 metre tall old Lighthouse, the Sea-view 
Restaurant, the statue of Dupleix in the Children’s Park and the New Pier 


on the southern end are notable points of attraction along the 1,500 


metres long promenade along the coast. 


The 19" Century Light House 


The early sea-farers to Pondicherry were guided by a beacon 
kept burning on the Red Hills (Gorimedu) about 5 Km. west of the town. 
The now abandoned light house standing on the edge of the sea near the 
Place Du Gouvernment was lighted for the first time on 1* July, 1836. The 
light was placed upon a masonary tower, 29 m above sea level and was 
visible upto a distance of 29 Kms into the sea. In 1931, the fixed light 
was replaced by a revolving lantern. It fell into disuse with the 


commissioning of the new light house in 1979. 
French War rial 


No visit to Pondicherry is complete without a free wheeling 
stroll down the peaceful promenade -Goubert Avenue (‘Beach Road’, 
locally speaking) where you'll find this elegant tribute to the uniform. It 
gets prettily illuminated during a solemn ceremony every 14 July, 
Bastille Day. 


T atu leix 


This is pondicherry’s tribute to Francois Dupleix whose able 
governorship came to an end in 1754. However, French recognition came 
about a century later, when, in 1870, they paid homage by 


commissioning two statues — one in France and the other in Pondicherry. 


The 2.88 m tall structure was erected over six carved 


ornamental granite pillars at the Place du Republique. 


The Statue of Joan of 


A lasting triumphant image of the heroic French damsel 
Jeanne d’Arc, is frozen in marble within the garden laid out in front of 


L’Eglise de Notre Dame des Anges. 


lise de Notre Dame Des An 


In typical Roman style, this church in Rue Dumas was built in 
1856 by Louis Guerre. A large size oil portrait of Our Lady of Assumption 
presented by Emperor Napoleon III is still preserved here. 


Mansion of Ananda Rangapillai 


As a specimen of Indo-French architecture, the Mansion of 
Ananda Rangapillai in Rue Rangapillai built in 1773 is a_ historical 
monument. The diary which Ananda Rangapillai maintained between 
1736 and 1760 is a source book of great value for the history of 
Pondicherry and the French in India. 


P arathi Memorial M m 


Poet Subramania Bharathi sought political asylum _ in 
Pondicherry in 1908. Under the magnetic spell of Sri Aurobindo he sang 
of the glorious sublimity of the ultimate reality as embodied in the Vedas 
and the Upanishads. His soul stirring nationalist hymns gave Tamils their 
poetic voice for the Freedom struggle. The Museum has a pictoral 
exhibition, a library and some furniture that the poet-visionary used. 


Poet Bharathi n Memorial e 


This true son of the soil, prolific writer, poet and social 
reformer donned the name of ‘Bharathidasan’ as a mark of his devotion to 
Subramania Bharathi, his Guru. The house he lived in Perumal Koil 
Street, has been converted into a ‘Memorial’ now a center of pilgrimage 


for lovers of Tamil. 


Alliance Francaise 


Dedicated to the preparation of the French language and 
culture in Pondicherry, it has a well-equipped library of French books and 


journals, and features regular cultural events from East and West. 


nica rden 


Conceived and established by C.S. Perrotet in 1826, it is 
situated at the junction of West Boulevard and La! Bahadur Shastri Street. 
It preserves a large variety of exotic species of plants collected from all 
over India and abroad. It has a toy railway, an aquarium and a dancing 


musical water fountain. 
Eqli acre Coeur De 
Dedicated to the Sacred Heart of Jesus, it is noted for its 


gothic architecture. The stained glass panels therein depict some events 
from the life of Jesus Christ. 


Auroville 


Eight Kilometres north of Pondicherry is located ‘Auroville 


the city of dawn-inviting all men who thirst for progress and aspires to a 


higher and truer life. According to the Mother, Auroville should be a 
Universal town where men and women of all countries are able to live in 
peace and harmony above all creeds and politics and all nationalities. 
Matrimandir, the soul of Auroville is the living symbol of Auroville 
Aspiration for the Divine. Auroville has done pioneering work in 
environmental protection, alternate energy, architecture and has unique 


handicrafts, textiles and aromatics. 
Boat Hou bar 


Boating facilities have been provided at Chunnambar River, 
10 kms. From Pondicherry. The river with water all the year round and 
lush greenery on both sides provides an ideal location for boating. There 
is a multi-cuisine restaurant available. A new eco-tourist facility, Plage 
Paradis’ has come up on a sand bar at the mouth of the river. As a Picnic 
spot the serene atmosphere pervading the area attracts a large number 


of visitors. 
Arikamedu 


Arikamedu, the ancient Roman trade centre is 4 kms, south of 
Pondicherry on the right bank of Ariyankuppam river. It has a long history 
that dates back to the second century B.C. The port town was inhabited 


by Romans, cholas and French who left mark on this wonderful place. 


Between 1771-73 Monsier. Pigmeau de behaine, designated 
Bishop of Andran, built a Seminary and residence on the eastern part of 
the mount for the Jersuit Missioonaries driven out of siam. It was 
abandoned in 1783. The remaining walls of the seminary clearly indicate 
the use of mixed syle of bricks, some of them, probably taken from 
ancient structures. The mission house has been point of reference for all 


excavators viz., wheeler, Casal. and Vimal Begely. To make the trip as 


Vill 


interesting as the place, PT&TDC conducts river cruises that take you 
from the new port in Uppalam to Arikamedu in a boat. 


Villiyanur 


Villlyanur at a distance of 9. 5 Kms. is one of the very few 
places which can claim a stalapurana known as Villiaipuranam, composed 
by Veeraraghava Kavi. Sri Gokilambal Thirukameswarar temple is very: 
famous and from the architectural point of view, the finest in Pondicherry. 
The launching of the car itself is as ceremonious affair with the Governor 
pulling the rope attached to the car along with other devotees. 


Bahour 


Situated at a distance of 20.5 Kms. south-west of 
Pondicherry. Bahour is referred as Vahur in the copper plate inscription of 
Neptungavarman ( 9" century). Several of the inscriptions in Sri 
Moolanathar Temple here also refer to this place as Vahur which seems to 


have changed into Bahour. 
Virampattinam 


Virampattinam is a costal village lying south of Pondicherry at 
a distance of about 8.25 Kms. The famous 18 century 
Sengazhuneeramman Temple dedicated to Mariamman is located in this 
village. The Brahomothsavam. and Muthupallakku festival celebrated for 
11 days during the months of July-August attracts thousands of devotees. 


Thiruvandarkgil 


Thiruvandarkoil is situated about 21 Kms. west of 


| Pondicherry. There are grounds to believe that around 7" century A.D. 


this place must have been known as Thiruvadukar as Saint 
Thirugnanasambandar visited the place and sang A ‘Pathigam’ in praise of 
the reigning deity of the temple. 


Thirubhuvanai 


Thirubhuvanai which claims a stalapurana of its own lies on 
the Pondicherry-Villupuram road at a distance of about 23.5 Kms. west of 
Pondicherry. Since the days of Parantaka I, this place was known as 
Thirubhuvanamadevi Chaturvedimangalam. Inscription of Koperunjinga 


referred to this place as Thirubhuvanamadevi. 


Madagadipattu 


Situated at a distance of 24 Kms. from Pondicherry, 
Madagadipattu is famous for its Eswaran Temple originally built entirely 
from stones during the period of Rajaraja I in the 11 century. 


KARAIKAL 


Karaikal is about 150 kms further down south near 
Nagapattinam, is an important pilgrimage town with its Shiva 
Darbaranyeswar Temple at Thirunallar and also the Ammaiyar Temple, 
dedicated to Punithavathi, a Shaivite saint subsequently elevated to the 
status of goddess. The town is equally fascinating architecturally and has 
Churches, Temples, Mosques and a restored French cemetery. Karaikal 
has the cultural ambience of the Tanjore delta. It has a beautiful 
riverside promenade leading to the sea with boating facilities. 


Masthan Saheb Darga 


Dedicated to Masthan Saheb Darga Buhari, a Sufi saint who 
came to Karaikal from Buhara two centuries ago. He died aged 120, in 
1829. Various miracles are attributed to him. The over 170 years old 
Kandhuri Festival (November) is celebrated in his commemoration. It 
starts with the hoisting of huge flag on a pole-reminiscent of a ship mast 
and a sea-faring tradition. And winds up, 10 days later a spectacle of 


floats bit with electric colours. 


MAH 


Mahe, 60 km. North of Kozhikode, and is about 653 kms away 
from pondicherry was a small French dependency handed over with 
Pondicherry, to India. The first permanent English factory on the Malabar 
Coast was established here in 1683 by the Surat presidency to purchase 
pepper and cardamom. The East India Company also built a Fort here in 
1708. The enclave has a beautiful river, meeting the sea alongside a 
picturesque promontory. A unique church, dedicated to St. Theresa of 
Avila, hosts an annual festival, which sees thousands of pilgrims 


thronging the town 


YANAM 

Yanam is about 840 km north ~— east of Pondicherry near 
Kakinada in Andhra Pradesh and has the huge Godavari river running 
along its entire length. Boats are available for river cruises and to reach 
uninhabited islands and mangroves. The Coringa Wild Life Sanctuary is 
nearby.

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TT" Co-operative movement in_ this 
Union Territory is one of the species of 
the Economic Development of the State.
